If something of the same kind were organized for the benefit 


of the fire department, it would doubtless help to elevate the morale 
of the department, for if there were a disability fund, firemen would 
then have the satisfaction at least of knowing that they would not 
be dependent on charity in the event of being disabled while in the 
performance of duty, or that those dependent upon them for their 
support would not be unprovided for in the event of death. Nor 
would there be any reason, as now exists, to call upon generous 
citizens to contribute to a fund to keep the wolf from the door of 
the worthy widow of a man who had sacrificed his life in the per- 
formance of his duty and while endeavoring to save the property 
of others from destruction.
